Office yesterday. 


For the purposer of these regulu- 
tions “snfe custody” in respect of any 
camera on beurd a ship means that 
such camera ts under lock and key 
under the control of the Mngter of 
the ship or of an officer designated 
for the purpose by the Master, in 
these regulations referred to as the 
“designated officer.” 


Every person on board « ship which 
enters or Is within the territorial 
waters of Malaya shall at such time 
and such place in the ship as shall 
be specified by the Master deposit 
with the Master or the designated 
oMcer every camer which is in his 
possession or under his control. 


The Master of every ship which 
enters or is within he territorial 
waters of Maluya shall take all rea- 
sonuble steps to ensure that every 
camera on board his ship ts deposited 
as required by the preceding para- 
graph of these regulations, and js 
kept In safe custody while his ship 
Ia in the territorial waters of Malaya, 
and such steps shall include the post- 
ing of ‘notices In conspicuous places 
in hig ship to the effect that every 
person on the ship who hos in his 
possession or under his control any 
enmera shall deposit such camera 
with the Master or designated officer 
at the time and ploce specified In 
such notlee. 


Kept tn Custody 


Every camera required by these 
regulations to be deposited in safe 
custody shaH be kept in safe custody 
by the Master or designated officer 
until the ship has left the territorial 
waters of Malaya. 


Provided that a camcra which, be- 
fore being deposited in safe custody, 
was In the possession or under the 
control of a person whose destination 
is a port In Mataya, shall be returned 
by the Mastcr or designated offcer 
to such person on his disembarking 
at such port, 

Save as’ otherwise provided jn 
these regulations, if in any ship that 
enters or {3 within the territorial 
waters of Malayn any camera {s not 
ot all thmes dering which such ship 
is within such territorial waters in 
snfe custody, the Master of such ship 
shall be guilty of an offence against 
these regulhtions unless hd¢ proves 
that he hed taken all reasonable 
steps to ensure that such camera 
should be deposited and kept in safe 
custody as aforesaid, 


Nothing in these regulations shall 
apply to any camera which js the 
property of, or is being uscd in the 
service of, His Majesty.or the Gov- 
ernment.

Ship Captain Tells 
Eye-Witness Story 


The first steamer to leave Haiphong 
after the Japanese occupation of the 
port arrived here yesterday. She is 
the Norwegian steamer Sygna, which 
left unmolested with a cargo of 
2,000 tons of lead and copper on 
September 27. 

Captatn Thorbjearnson sald his 
vessel artived at Halpheng from 
Hongkong‘on September 25 to dis- 
charge her vurgo, but owing to the 
situation nothing was unloaded. 

“On September 26 wo saw two 
bombs dropped by Japanese planes 
explode about a mile from our ship," 
he sald, “About nine bombers flew 
over very low and oa few French 
anti-aircraft guns opened fire without 
effect, The air rald sirens started 
ubout 11 u.m. and kept going until 
early in the afternoon to keep people 
off the streets. There were few air 
raid shelters, 

The bombs were dropped on the 
native quarters near the railway 
station and caused 15 native cusual- 
tes, 

“At 6 p.m, Japanese troops began. 
to appear tn the streets in motor 
trucks. They were not landed at 
the port, but some distance away. 
Outside the harbour we saw 15 
Japancse warships and many trans- 
ports. 

‘The French appeared to be 
without spirit and sald nothing 
except that they could do nothing to 
stop the Japanese as they had no 
ammunition, The 7,000 troops of the 
Foreign Legion in Tonkin could not 
offer resistance os they too had no 
ammunition.” : 

As soon us the Japanese troops 
arrived they connected their hend- 
quarters telephones with the cables, 
the captain continued. The Japanese 
were greeted quite cordially by the 
Annomites who peomee io think that 
one master was as £ as another. 

Although the Jopanese did not 
have time to interfere with forelgn 
shipping, forelgners:in Halphong had 
expressed the opinion that it was 
only a matter of time before the 
Japanese controlled the customs ond 
trade of Indo-China, he said. 


“Before we left'we were told the 
Japanese confiscated the American 
motor trucks for the Chinese Govern- 
ment-at Haiphong,” he added. “Ag 
we passed south of Halnan we saw 
two large Japanese battle cruisers 
and: on our voyage to Hongkong 
several Japanese warships - crossed 
our bow." .

It should 
be noted here that the Dutch had not 
destroyed the bridges In order to 
keep the way clear [for Belgian and 
French reinforcements,

EVACUATION 
FINANCES 


VITAL jasues in connection with 
the evacurtion of the Eurypean 
fatoliies from Hongkong to Australia 
--issues which hitherto have remain- 
ed slumbering because other aspects 
of more immedinte Import have been 
occupying the official and lay mind 
—will shortly require attention and 
demand decision. These issues—thcy 
are Anancial—were Indicated In our 
Final Edition yesterday in which an 
oMclal spokesman gave Government's 
reply lo various rumours which have 
been widely «reulated In the Colony 
during the past few days, 


One was to the effect that either 
the [mperial Government or the 
Hongkong uuthorttles were Investiga- 
Ung a plan whereby a certuin sum 
of money would be pald monthly to 
all evacuees: from Hongkong now In 
Austeaha On the face of it the 
suggestion lucked commonsense and 
Government's denial win unticipated 
Nevertheless {t in an established fact 
that many evacuated families are in 
atralghtened circumstances and when 
the Government spokesman declured: 
“Naturally, the omuintenanee of 
evacuees is Une biggest problem of 
the evacuation”, he probably intended 
lo convey that the authorities have 
pot lost sight of the enforced plight 
of many families, Precisely what 
method is to be adopted fur ther 
alleviation ix nut yet Indicated; con~ 
sultations with the Home Government 
on this problem are in progress. 
Obviously there must be some polley 
of discernment which will ellminate 
the possibility of those who can afford 
to pay, taking udvantuge of a 
beneficent: Government. This may 
involve u form of Meuns Test. The 
phrase, at feast in’ England, has 
earned for itself unhappy reactions, 
but the method, with tact, sympathy 
and falrness  possessea redeeming 
features, 


In considering this question of 
Ananctal support for evacuees, it is 
salutary to remember that not every 
husband or father has been left tm- 
poverished as a result of the evacua- 
tion; examples are available to show 
thet some men are, If anything, 
financially better off; they send their 
wives arid familes certain monthly 
remittances ,which, : while fully 
adequate for needs in Australia, by 
ho meahs represent the monthly out- 
lay necessary when their families 
were in’ the Colony. ‘

HE Prime JAinister has sala 
T thot the British Govern- 

mont Is grieved and amazed 

at the acceptance by the 
Bordeaux Government of the 
terms dictated by the Germans. 


It remains to ensure against 
future grief and amazement for 
thoso people who still believe that 
Ireedom 1s worth the most com- 
plete and terrible sacrifice. 


This means a violent reversal of 
the psychology which, until re- 
cently, inspired the strategy of the 
Allied High Command, n strategy of 
inaction, incompctence and fatuous 
optimism, 


Its resuits have been appalling. 
Let us realise that our only hope is 
immediately to catch a bus which 
will overtake the one that an Emj- 
nent Statesman declared Hitler hud 
missed. 


AU through that long Winter and 
Spring the High Command did 
nothing to complicate Hitler’s 
Plans. He was allowed to move first, 
and was then followed weokly and 
too late 


THEY KNEW ! 


Many weeka before the Invasion 
of Norway, the war correspondents 
with the B.E.F, were told that con- 
Centrations of ships, troops and 
material had been observed at Ger- 
man ports on the Baltic. 


Wo were told, under a pledge of 
secrecy, that this meant o threat 
to Scandinavia, but the High Com- 
mand was content, apparently, to 
do nothing. 

Not cven a pamphlet raid was 
organised on the German prepara- 
tions. 

I was told personally by an oMcer 
of high rank that he had advised 
a bombing attack on a iarge Ger- 
man petrol reserve, whose wherc~ 
abouts he knew, at the outbreak of 
war. His advice was ignored. 

Some of us began to wonder if we 
were resily fighting a war, or 
merely giving a sporting exhibition 
of a Tewt—which ts tho army jar- 
gon tor Tactical Exercise Without 


Troops. . 
INCREDIBLE 


Our daintiness went to Incredible 
lengths. I remember once writing 
that, because of the behaylour of 
his machine, ¢ German pilot had 
obviously been killed before he 
dived into the sea. oo 

The censor asked me if I would 
mind substituting “disabled” for. 
“killed.” His reason was that the 
Royal Air Force must not be made 
‘to appear “too bloody-minded.”

FATAL DELAY 


This Is practically what happened.

The French General Staff, where 
the disease originated, had suffered 
from « Superiority Complex for 
years, It was fatal to inittative, 
futal to Imagination, fatal to the 
theory of attack. 

The Maginot Line, which ceased 
where it would have been of in- 
estimable valuc, was based on a 
theory of retreat, Plant that in the 
minds of your fighting soldicrs 
before ever a shot has been fred, 
and you will have a lot to answer 
for, 

The Line was generally well 
behind the frontier. It was pro- 
tected by troops whose functlon was’ 
to retreat until the enemy could be 
tempted on to a battle-feld which 
you had selected, 

Then the idea was that you would 
smash him. 

But you ignored the possibility of 
nis outflanking you by fast-moving 
armoured warfare—against which 


you were in no position to retallate 
in Kind—and you allowed him to 
maoke all preparations on his own 
alde of the frontier down.to the last 
galion of petrol. ‘ 

In the earllest stage of the war 
the French had made o most gallant 
advance through the Forest of 
Warndt. Then they were ordered to 
retrent, 

The High Command had remem- 
bered its manners, It decided to 
sacrifice the tonic effect of an ad- 
vance on thelr armics to the dull, 
spiritiess deity of strategical retreat. 

I remember 4 general in command 
of a French army telling. me how 
diMicult it was to explain the neces- 
sity of retreat to the troops, and 
how many of them had refused to 
obey the frst order to withdraw. 

This policy of retiring resistanco 
to an attack made at the enemy's 
sweet will had a disastrous cffcct. 
From September to May, among the 
Oghting soldicrs, respect declined 
steadily for the High Command. 

France's magnificent ¢lan was 
sapped by her leaders, who were 
consistent to the very end.
